There have been 
several safe blowing jobs in the vicinity of 
Chicago during the last month, and it is be- 
Heved that an automobile has been used 
by the robbers for a quick “ getaway.” 
Wennerstrom had made recent trips to 
neighboring towns, and had told friends that 
he was doing work for “ inspectors who 
were searching for safe robbers.” 
It may be that Wennerstrom was doing 
some work for a private detective agency 
and the safe blowers got next to him,“ said 
a detective at headquarters, or a mob of 
safe men hired him to go out in the country 
where they were going to do a job, and killed 
him because he refused to go ahead when he 
learned the nature of the business. 


Seek Auto as Clew. 

“From whet I have heard of Wennerstrom 
don't believe he would be in on anything of 
that kind. He was a square fellow, and ifa 
mob of gafe men took him out in the country 
de would put up a fight when he found out 
what their lay was. 

It isn't probable, however, that a gang 
of safe robbers would hire a chauffeur unless 

they knew absolutely that he was right. The 
case is one of the most mystifying I ever 
heard of. Until Wennerstrom's machine is 
found not much headway can be made, and 
even the fipding of the car may be of no value 
as a clew. Something might develop ina day 
or two that will give the men working on the 
case a lead. It is probable that some one 
knows or eaw the party that Wennerstrom 
' drove away with last Wednesday afternoon. 
Where Wennerstrom picked up the man or 
men that he drove to Cary will soon be found 
out, and thet will be the starting point from 
which to work.” 
Tells of Trip After Cracksmen. 

“ Wennerstrom told me he had been out in 
the country recently with some detectives 
gearching for a gang of safeblowers,” said 
Hunt. 

He was close about his business and I 
did not ask him who the detectives were 
that were with him or where they hed been. 
He talked with me on Wednesday about get- 
ting another car to go out campaigning with 
in a few weeks. 

His brother, C. C. Wennerstrom, a taflor, 
told me Saturday when I asked him if he had 
heard from Fred. that he thought he was 
out with some produce reporters, as the mur- 
dered man had told him he intended to goa 
few days before he disappeared. Fred had 

‘ between $50 and $100 when he left on 
Wednesday. He also carried some valuable 
Papers, I am told. His wife said he had $50 
with him when he left home. 

The murder is a great shock to me. Fred 
never drank and had no bad habits. He was 
out to make money with his machine and had 
been successful. His two brothers and de- 
tectives and myself will go to Woodstock to- 
morrow and do all.in our power to try and run 
down the person or persons who killed Fred.“ 


Gets Queer Phone Message. 

Someone who telephoned Mrs. A. C. Good- 
rich, owner of Wennerstrom's flat, in the 
rear of 833 Buckingham place, told last night 
ef a strange telephone call she received 
Saturday. The caller asked her if Wenner- 
strom owned hie own car and whether he 
had any money in the bank. To both ques- 
tions she replied that she did not know. 

Mrs. Goodrich said that Wednesday 
morning Mrs. Wennerstrom told her that her 
husband was going to takea party toCrystal 
Lake that night. 

Wennerstrom's car is equipped with a rare 
motor—the Buda.

Union 
treasuries are being drawn upon for a de- 
fense fund for the McNamara brothers, who

Useless Expense, Says Chief. 
John Fitzpatrick, president of the Chicago 
federation, said last night that organized 
labor in Chicago had decided that Labor dey 
parades entailed useless expense of thou- 
sands of dollars. He said that organized 
labor would not parade again soon if ever 
in the present generation. 
“These demonstrations cost labor unions 
more than the game is worth,“ he said. 
“Some locals spent thousands of dollars for 
floats, banners, vehicles and so forth. No 
parede was held last year or the year before. 
Prior to then elaborate demonstrations had 
been given every year except one since the 
holiday was inaugurated.”

Congressman Norris was engaged to come 
to Illinois on a speaking tour later in the 
year, it was announced after the conference 
The general progressive movement was di- 
cussed and the visitors w told of the prog- 
ress of Walter Clyde Jonés’ campaign for the 
nomination for governor. : 
Both Mr. Houser and Congressman Norris 
left the city in the evening. Mr. Houser went 
to his home in Wisconsin, Mr. Norris to Sioux 
City, ia., where he will speak today. 
“The progressive Republicans will control 
the majority of the delegates at the next 
national convention,“ said Mr. Houser. “I 
think that is certain. We are gaining every 
day. While but little is being said about the 
progressive candidate for president, the man 
we are united on is Senator La Follette. 
Ot course he has not announced that heis 
a candidate, but we all want him to be in the 
race, He isthe man the progressives want to 
nominate and elect.” 


Tells of Progressives’ Gain. 

The progressive movement in the various 
states is gaining headway, according to Mr. 
Houser. Wisconsin is the leader, but in Penn- 
sylvania, Nebraska, Illinole, and other states 
good progress is being made. Congressman 
Norris has just ended a speaking tour in 
Pennsylvania.

PREPARES FORMAL REPLY 


Declares Chamber Not Injurious; 
Says Lack of Appreciation 


Ie Discouraging.” 


The dungeon "otherwise “room of 
qtsetude —a a substitute for corporal pun- 
ishment, was championed yesterday by Mrs. 
Elien M. Henrotin, president of the board of 
directors of the Illinois Industrial School 
fer Girls. 

Over the long distance telephone from Lake 
Geneva, Wis., Mrs. Henrotin gave an outline 
of the formal reply she will make to various 
charges made against the management of 
the Park Ridge inetitution when she and 
other directors appear in Peter Bartzen's 
office Wednesday morning. 

“It is discouraging and cruel that people 
do not seem able to appreciate the work that 
is being done at the industrial school,” she 
said. In an institution like that, dealing 
with the class of girls that come there, noth- 
ing could be accomplished without some 
definite system of control. 


Decide Against Corpora] Punishment. 

Wo decided against corporal punishment 
from the first. The girls in the school are at 
the age where they must be taught to respect 
themselves. Physical pain and the accom- 
panying humiliation destroy that respect for 
self we wish to inculcate. 

“Although for the most part the girts 
are tractable, there often are instances 
where one or another oversteps the bounds. 


, Discipline must be maintained, both for the 
tood of the individual girl and the life of the 


school. The so-called ‘dungeon’ was built 
as a makeshift while our principal school 
building was being erected. We called it 
not a dungeon,“ but a room of quietude. 
Even as @ makeshift the room was comfort- 
able, The basement in which it had been 
built always was dry. The air was hood. 
Unruly girls were left there for a few hours 
at atime. In this way we avoided the dis- 
content among the girls that a dissatisfied 


. obild could stir up While in the doldrums. 


Calle Method Efficacious, 

When the girls came out they generally 
saw their actions in a different light and we 
had little trouble with them until they were 
seized with another spell of unruliness. Miss 
Loescher, who, according to Margaret San- 
ders’ story, locked the gir! in the room of 
quietude and kept her there thirty-eix hours, 
I do not remember.

KALLOS VICTOR IN MARATHON 


19 Year Old Greek Does Long 
Grind in Fast Time, 2:51:00. 


BOY SCOUTS’ RUN SUCCESS. 


Moubart Forces Winner to Limit for 
12 Miles but Injuries Retire Him. 


BY JACK PROCTOR. 

John Kallas, a 19-year-old Greek young- 
ster, representing Mark White Square, won 
the first annual marathon under the auspices 
of the United States Boy Scouts No. 1 yes- 
terday, covering the distance in the remark- 
able time of 2:51:00. His only other oppo- 
nent, L. E. Mouhart of the Popular Athletic 
club, failed to finish because of 2 badly 
bruised ankle at the twelfth mile. 

Kallas’ actual time was about 2:45:00 
Shortly after the start a train at Stoney 
Island avenue and Ninety-fifth street crossed 
his path, and he was delayed about five min- 
utes. Only once did he stop voluntarily, that being 
at Washington park, when he had completed more 
than three-fourths of the journey. He permitted 
his trainers to give him a rubdown, and after a 
rest of about four minutes continued his journey. 

Mouhart gave Kallas a strong fight for the 
time he was in the running. Tt Sixty-third and 
Halsted streets, where the going was exception- 
ally bad, owing to cut up streets, Mouhart struck 
a large stone, end in doing so turned his left ankle. 
He stopped a moment while his trainers dandaged 
the damaged member and continued later for 
several blocks. Finding the pain too severe to 
continue his trainers decided to withdraw him. 
Up te this time he had given Kallas an even race. 

When Hallas completed his journey over the full 
marathon route or 26 miles and 385 yards, he ap- 
peared in excellent condition. Last year the 
youngster won the marathon race at Milwaukee, 
winning it in the same time as he covered the event 
yesterday. 

Three short runs followed the big feature. In 
the one mile event Frank Kovarik won by half a 
block. Tom McGuire was second and Rockwell 
Newcomb was third.
